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LUKE  XVI.  9. 

And  1  fay  unto  you ?  Mahte  to  your  felves 
Friends  of  the  Mammon  ofZJnrighteouf- 
nefs\  that  when  ye  fail \  they  may  receive 
you  into  everlaftmg  Habitations , 

OU  K.  Saviour  in  the  beginning  of  this  Chapter 
utters  a  Parable  concerning  an  Unjuft  Steward, 
and  in  the  Words  of  the  Text  requires  us  to  imi¬ 
tate  him.  Not  that  he  wou’d  teach  us  to  be  Unjuft,  or 
to  defraud  any  one  as  this  Steward  is  faid  to  have  done 
his  Mafter.  We  may  be  in  fome  refpe&s,  and  to  fome 
degree,  Imitators  of  him  without  doing  that.  And  Para¬ 
bles,  which  are  commonly  Similitudes  or  feign’d  Ex¬ 
amples,  do  not  ufe  to  be  applicable  throughout  in  every 
Point  or  Circumftance  of  'em. 

The  Parable  here  is  concerning  a  Steward  that  was  ac¬ 
cus’d  to  his  Lord  for  wafting  his  Goods,  who  finding  that 
he  was  like  to  buffer  for  it,  and  be  turn’d  out  of  his  Em¬ 
ployment,  had  found  a  way  to  defraud  his  Mafter  at  the 
laft  caft,  of  fo  much  as  might  ferve  to  fupport  him  when 
he  fhou’d  be  turn’d  off.  1  . 

It  was  no  very  Extraordinary  Fetch  of  Craft  or  Poli¬ 
cy  neither,  whereby  he  aim’d  to  do  this :  For  our  Saviour, 
we  may  well  fuppofe,  the  Author  of  this  Parable,  did 
not  intend  to  put  into  Men's  Heads  any  fuch  fubtile  De¬ 
vices  whereby  they  might  be  enabled  the  better  to  defraud 
and  wrong  one  another.  But  it  was  what  might  ferve 
however  to  procure  fome  Friends  that  might  entertain 
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him  at  their  Houfes,  after  he  (hou’d  be  eje&ed  $  and  this 
at  his  M after’s  cod,  He  call’d  therefore  his  Lord’s  Debt¬ 
ors  to  him,  and  made  ’em  all  alter  their  Accounts;  So 
that  whereas  one  ow’d  too  Meafures  of  Oyl ,  inftead 
of  that  he  (hou’d  fet  down  but  50,  and  another  inftead 
of  too  Meafures  of  Wheat  (hou’d  fet  down  but  80 ; 
And  fo  with  others,  according  we  may  fuppofe,  as  he 
thought  he  cou’d  bed:  efcape  being  difcover’d. 

Now  the  Tenants  being  thus  made  Partners  in  the 
Fraud,  cou’d  not  but  entertain  the  ejefted  Steward  at 
their  Houfes,  and  give  him  fome  part  with  ’em  of  their 
ill-gotten  Goods.  This  was  his  Plot  $  And  hence  our 
Saviour  firft  makes  an  Obfervation  at  the  8th  verfe,  That 
the  Children  of  this  World  are  in  their  Generation  roifer 
than  the  Children  of  Light.  Or  that  Worldly  Men,  who 
make  it  their  main  end  and  buiinefs  to  get  but  fome  of 
the  good  things  of  this  World,  are  commonly  found  to 
be  more  (harp  and  fubtle,  more  induftrious  and  watch¬ 
ful  in  feeking  after  thofe  inferiour  things,  than  good 
Men  are  in  feeking  the  true  Riches.  And  hereby  our 
Saviour  wou’d  dir  up  Chriftians  to  be  as  Wife  and  Dili¬ 
gent  in  their  way,  as  Worldly  Men  are  in  theirs,  and  to 
employ  the  whole  Strength  and  Vigour  of  their  Minds 
as  much  in  feeking  after  the  Heavenly  Treafure  as  Cove¬ 
tous  Worldings  do  in  feeking  an  Earthly  one. 

And  then  at  the  9 th  verfe,  which  is  my  Text,  He  tells 
em  wherein  they  (hould  imitate  this  Unjuft  Steward. 
Notin  his  Injuftice  to  be  fure:  But  as  he  contriv’d  to 
make  Friends  with  his  Mader’s  Goods,  that  might  enter¬ 
tain  him  after  he  (hou’d  be  turn’d  out  of  his  Steward¬ 
ship  ,  fo  fhou’d  they  take  care  to  employ  thofe  Worldly 
Goods,  of  which  they  are  but  Stewards  to  Almighty 
God  ia  fuch  a  manner,  that  when  they  are  put  out  of 
this  their  Earthly  Steward(hip,  as  every  one  mud  be  at 
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Death,  they  may  be  received  into  the  Everlafiing  Habi¬ 
tations  that  are  prepared  for  good  Men  in  theKingdomof 
Heaven.  And  l  fay  unto  you, make  to  your  [elves  .Friends,  Sic. 

In  which  Words,  after  this  Account  given  of  the 
fcope  of  the  Parable,  there  are  but  two  Things  that  feern 
to  need  Explication. 

I.  Why  Riches,  or  Worldly  Goods,  are  call’d  The  Mam¬ 
mon  of  Unright  eonfnefs  d  And, 

II.  Who  are  thofe  Friends  that  fnould  receive  us  into  the 
Everlafiing  Habitations  } 

l.  As  to  the  former  of  thefe$  The  word  Mammon  is  a 
Syriack  Word  fignifying  Riches  or  Gain.  But  all  the 
Difficulty  is,  why  our  Saviour  Ihou'd  call  it  Mammon  of 
Unrighteoufnefs.  The  Gain  indeed  that  was  made  by  the 
llnjuft  Steward,  or  by  his  Complices,  might  well  be  cal¬ 
led  fo,  for  it  was  Unrighteous  Gain.  But  moft  certainly 
our  Saviour  wou’d  never  exhort  his  Followers  to  be  Cha- 
ritable-and  give  Alms  of  Goods  unlawfully  gotten.  He 
wou’d  rather  require  ’em  to  make  Reftitution  in  that  Cafe, 
and  leave  the  right  Owners  to  be  Charitable.  Certainly 
that’s  no  acceptable  Charity,  to  get  an  Eftate  ill  and  then 
give  liberally  of  it  to  the  Poor.  To  do  good  and  to 
Communicate,  the  Apoftle  tells  us,  is  a  Sacrifice  with 
which  God  is  well  pleafed.  But  then  we  muff  not  of¬ 
fer  him  the  Fruits  of  our  Extortion,  Oppreffion  or  Fraud. 
For  He  admits  of  no  fuch  Compenfations  for  Injuftice. 

But  now  if  we  confider  what  a  Temptation  Riches  are 
to  many  Men  to  do  Unlawful  and  UnrighteousThings,how 
they  are  thence  call’d  by  the  Poet,  Irritamenta  Mala - 
rum.  The  great  Prorocatives  to  Evil  $  and  how  many  are 
-drawn  in  by  ’em  to  deal  llnrighteoufly^  We  need  not 
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much  wonder  if  our  Saviour  fhou’d  thence  give  ’em,  in 
the  general,  the  title  of  The  Mammon  of  Unrighteoufnefs , 
Neverthelefs  there  is  a  farther  account  to  be  given  of 
the  Expreffion  which  is,  That  forafmuch  as  Truth  and 
Righteoufnefs  on  the  one  hand,  and  Iniquity  and  Falfe- 
hood  on  the  other,  are  things  very  near  of  kin,  and  in 
the  Hebrew  and  Syriacl{_  Languages  are  wont  to  be  com¬ 
monly  exprefs’d  by  the  fame  Words  $  Hence  the  Mam-r 
men  of  Unrighteoufnefs  may  fignify  no  more  but  Lying  or 
Deceitful  Riches.  And  deceitful  they  are  upon  feveral 
Accounts. 

1 ft.  Becaufe  Worldly  Men  that  place  their  Happinefs 
in  ’em  find  themfelves  thereby  greatly  deceiv’d,  for  that 
they  will  not  give  ’em  that  content  and  fatisfa&ion  which 
they  expected  and  hop’d  for  in  ’em, 

2 dly,  Becaufe  they  are  moft  miferably  deceived  by  ’em, 
whoever  part  with  Innocence  and  a  good  Confcience  for 
the  gaining  of  ’em  $  which  is  the  Cafe  with  too  many. 

3 dly,  Becaufe  they  are  uncertain  at  the  beft,  and  do 
slot  continue  and  abide  with  Men  as  they  are  apt  to  ex- 
peft  they  fhou’d.  But,  as  the  Wife  Man  fpeaks,  they 
make  themfelves  Wings ,  and  fly  away  as  an  Eagle  towards 
Heaven. 

And  according  to  this  Explcation  of  the  Words,  ’tis 
plain  the  Unrighteous  Mammon  at  the  nth  verfe  figni- 
fying  all  one  with  Deceitful  Mammon  or  Riches,  Rands 
very  properly  and  fitly  oppos’d  to  True  Riches.  For  fo 
the  Words  are  there.  If  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  the 
Unrighteous  Mammon ,  who  fhall  commit  to  your  trufl  the 
true  Riches  ?  As  much  as  to  fay,  “  If  ye  have  not  dealt 
“  faithfully  in  difpofing  of  the  fading,  uncertain 
“  Riches  of  this  World,  how  can  it  be  expe&ed  that  God 
“  fhould  beftow  upon  you  the  true  and  durable  Riches 
“  of  the  next  ?  And  then  it  follows  verfe  12.  If  ye  have 
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not  been  faithful  in  that  which  is  another s,  who  fltall  give 
you  that  which  is  your  own?  “  Or  if  you  have  notdif- 
“  charged  your  Truft  well  in  difpofing  of  thofe  Worldly 
“  things  which  you  had  no  true  propriety  in,  but  which 
“  were  only  committed  to  you  for  alhort  uncertain  time; 

“  How  can  it  be  expefted  that  God  (hould  beftow  upon 
“  you  thofe  durable  Bleffings  of  Grace  and  Glory,  which 
“  they  who  are  poffefs’d  of  may  far  more  properly  call 
“  your  own. 

The  other  Thing  remaining  to  be  explain’d  in  the  Se¬ 
cond  Place,  is, 

2.  Who  are  thofe  Friends  that  fhould  receive  us  into  - 
Everlafting  Habitations?  To  which  I  anfwer,  The  Word 
may  be  taken  imperfonally,  and  They  may  receive  you,  may 
fignify  no  more  then  that  ye  may  be  receiv'd :  Or,  if  you 
take  it  as  it  lies,  “  That  the  Friends  you  have  madeyyith 
“  the  Mammon  of  Unrighteoufnefs,  the  Poor  whom  you 
“  have  reliev’d,  may  receive  you,  There  is  no  incongruity 
in  it,  fince  the  meaning  plainly  is,  that  you  fnall  be  re¬ 
ceived  for  their  fakes,  or  on  the  account  of  your  Chari¬ 
ty  fnew’d  to  them ;  agreeably  to  that  Sentence  which  our 
Saviour  tells  us  in  the  25th  of  St.  Matthew  fiiall  be  pro¬ 
nounc'd  on  thofe  on  the  right  hand,  Come  ye  bleffed,  in¬ 
herit  the  Kingdom  ; —  For  1  was  an  hungred,andye  gave  me 
Meat:  I  was  thirfly ,  and  ye  gave  me  Drink,  &c. 

And  now  having,  I  hope,  fufficiently  Ihewn  the  (cope, 
and  coherence  of  the  Words,  I  proceed  to  make  fome 
Obfervations  from  them  which  I  intend  (hall  be  the  Sub- 
jeft  of  my  enfuing  Difcourfe.  .  And, 

1.  We  may  obferve  hence,  that  Riches  notwithftand- 
ing  they  are  fo  highly  priz’d  here  in  this  World,  have 
but  a  difgraceful  Name  fet  upon  them  by  our  Blefled  Sa¬ 
viour.

2.  We  may  learn  a!fo  from  the  coherence  of  them  with 
.  the  foregoing  Parable,  That  Men  are  not  properly  and 
ftriftly  Proprietors  of  their  Riches  or  Worldly  Goods 
whilft  they  have  ’em,  but  Stewards  only  that  mu  ft  give 
.  an  Account. 

g.  That  the  beft  improvement  of  ’em,  and  the  way 
to  turn  an  Earthly  into  an  Heavenly  Treafure,  is  to  be 
'  liberal  in  beftowing  ’em  for  the  Relief  of  fuch  as  are 
:  proper  Objefts  of  Chriftian  Charity. 

4.  And  laftly,  That  we  muft  all  (hortly  fail,  and  be 
difmifs’d  from  this  our  Earthly  Stewardfhip  ;  And  then  it 
will  be  very  happy  for  us,  if  we  have  made  fuch  Friends 
as  may  receive  us  into  everlasting  Habitations. 

1/?.  I  fay,  I  we  may  obferve  hence, that  Riches  notwith- 
ftanding  they  are  fo  highly  priz’d  here  in  this  World, 
have  but  a  difgraceful  Name  given  ’em  by  our  Saviour. 
For  he  calls  ’em,  you  fee,  the  Mammon  of  Unrighteouf- 
ttefs,  which  at  the  very  beft,  as  has  been  fhewn,.  muftfig- 
ni'fy  that  they  are  deceitful  uncertain  things,  not  fuch  as 
.  are  fit  for  a  Man  to  fet  his  Heart  on. 

Now  ’ris  much  better  for  us  to  take  our  Notions  of 
things  from  the  infallible  Word  of  God,  than  from  the 
fond  Opinions  and  Conceipts  of  Men.  Them  we  may 
fee  labouring  and  toiling  to  get  Wealth  as  if  that  wou’d 
certainly  make  ’em  happy;  But  the  Scripture  gives  a 
far  different  Chara&er  of  it,  aifuring  us  that  it  is,  at  beft, 
but  a  fading  and  perifhing  Thing ;  That  it  oft  proves  but 
a  (hare,  and  an  Occafion  of  much  Evil.  Yea,  that  the 
Love  of  it  is  the  root  of  all  Evil ,  and  that  which  drowns 
many  in  Dejlruction  and  Perdition.  But  as  the  Men  of 
the  World  are  apt  to  value  Riches  much  too  high,  fo 
one  caufe  of  their  fo  doing  is  their  miftake  concerning 
their  Right  to  ’em.  For  they  are  very  apt  to  look  up- 
-on  ’em,  and  to  ufe  "cm,  as  if  they  were  properly  and 
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abfolutely  their  own.  )  And  therefore  in  Oppofidon  to 
that  dangerous  miftake,  fray  Second  Obfervation  was, 

2 dly.  That  jMen  are  not  ftrittly  and  properly  Proprie¬ 
tors  of  their  Riches,  whilft  they  have  ’em,  but  Stew¬ 
ards  only  that  muft  give  an  Account.  This  is  a  Truth 
intimated  to  us  in  the  foregoing  Parable  and  in  divers  o- 
ther  Places,  and  fuppos'd,  tho’  not  direftly  affirm’d  in 
the  Text.  And ’tis  a  Truth,  which  if  well  confidered, 
would  very  much  help  to  cool  Men  in  their  eager  Defires 
and  Purfuit  after  Riches.  For  if  they  confidered  well 
that  when  they  had  ’em  they  cou’d  only  have  a  Pro¬ 
priety  in  ’em  withrefpeft  to  other  Men,  (who  cou’d  not  n 
take  ’em  away  without  doing  Injury  ;)  but  that  with 
refpeft  to  God  they  Ihould  hill  be  but  Stewards,  and  ac¬ 
countable  to  him  for  the  difpofal  of  ’em,  this  wou’d 
make  them  not  fo  very  fond  of  having  a  great  deal  to  ac¬ 
count  for. 

For  tho’  that  indeed  may  intitle  ’em  to  the  greater 
Reward  if  they  have  laid  it  out  well;  Yet  ’tis  attended 
with  a  great  Temptation  to  do  otherwife.  So  great,  that 
our  Saviour  reckons  it  as  an  exceeding  hard  thing  for  a 
Rich  Man  to  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God ;  nay,  not 
only  hard,  but  indeed  impoffible,  if  he  be  one  that  fets  his 
Heart  upon  his  Riches,  if  as  our  Saviour  fpeak3,  He  be 
one  that  layeth  upTreafurt  for  him f  If  and  it  not  Rich  towards  Luke  3J 
God.  2i. 


To  prevent  which  danger  therefore  our  Saviour  gives 
the  beft  Advice  in  the  Text  to  all  Rich  Men  ;  fAnd  ’tis 
that  which  is  contain’d  in  my  Third  Obfervation  which 
was. 

o,dly.  That  the  beft  Improvement  of  our  Worldly 
Subftance,and  the  way  to  turn  an  Earthly  into  an  Heaven¬ 
ly  Trealiire,  is  to  be  Liberal  in  beftowing  it  for  the  Re¬ 
lief 
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lief  of  fuch  as  are  proper  Objeds  of  our  Chriftian  Cha¬ 
rity. 

And  this  being  the  main  Drift  and  Defign  of  the  Test, 
and  the  Intention  of  our  prefent  meeting,  being  to  excite 
you  to  works  of  Charity,  I  (hall  infift  a  little  more  large¬ 
ly  on  this  and  the  next,  then  I  have  done  on  the  two 
former  Obfervations.  / 

Now  the  Truth  of  this  my  third  Obfervations  will,  I 
think,  beft  appear  by  confidering  what  other  ways  there 
are  for  Men  that  have  Riches,  to  improve  ’em,  and 
make  fome  advantage  to  themfelves  by  ’em,  and  by 
(hewing  that  they  are  no  way  comparable  to  this  which 
our  Saviour  direds  to  in  the  Text.  Now  he  that  would 
improve  his  Wealth  in  any  other  way  for  his  own  ad¬ 
vantage  muft  either  do  it  by  encreafing  it  and  adding  ftill 
more  to  it  $  Or  elfe  by  fpending  it  and  laying  it  out  for 
the  fatisfadion  of  Voluptuous  or  Ambitious  defires.  This 
takes  in  all  the  ways  that  Worldly  Men  have  or  can  have 
whereby  to  reap  any  Benefit  from  their  Riches.  And, 

iji.  For  thofe  whofe  way  of  Improvement  is  by  ftill 
adding  as  much  more  as  ever  they  can,  that  fo  they 
tnay  die  Rich,  tho’  they  liv’d  but  poor,  and  may  leave 
behind  ’em  a  large  Provifion  for  their  Heirs,  i.  e.  for  they 
know  not  whom.  The  folly  of  thefe  Men  is  fo  appa¬ 
rent,  and  has  been  in  all  Ages  fo  much  expos’d,  that  were 
it  not  for  a  fort  of  a  Curfe  that  feems  entail’d  upon  fome 
People,  one  would  think  there  cou'd  fcarce  be  any  of  ’em 
left.  It  feems  indeed,  where  it  is  in  the  extreme,  a  fort 
of  Madnefs  and  Diftradion.  There  were  inftances  of  this 
kind  in  SoUmons  time,  and  he  feems  to  fpeak  of  ’em 
with  Admiration  in  the  4th  of  Eccl.  at  the  8th  verfe, 
There  is  one  alone,  fays  he,  and  there  is  not  a  fecond.  Tea, 
he  hath  neither  Child  nor  Brother  5  yet  there  is  no  End  of  all 
his  Labour,  neither  is  his  Eye  fatisfed  with  Riches ,  neither 
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faith  he,  For  whom  do  I  labour  and  bereave  my  Soul  of 
Good.  Arid  as  Solomon  obferv’d  in  his  time,  that  there 
was  nothing  new  3  fo;  may  we  in  ours.  That  there 
are  none  of  thefe  Evils  worn  out :  But  there  are  ftill  the 
fame  kind  of  Follies  remaining  amongft  Men.  But  now 
’tis  hardly  worth  the  while  to  go  about  to  compare  the 
Improvements  which  thefe  Men  make,  with  thofe  that 
are  made  by  Charity  and  Liberality.  For  thefe  Improve¬ 
ments  are  all  made  the  backward  way,  tending  only  to  en- 
creafe  their  Guilt  and  add  to  their  Account,  procuring 
’em  only  the  Scorns  and  Curfes  of  Men  here,  and  expo- 
fing  ’em  to  the  juft  Wrath  and  Indignation  of  Almighty 
God  hereafter  3  /unlefs  perhaps  any  of  'em  Ihou’d  be  ex¬ 
cus’d  on  the  account  of  Diffraction,  and  come  off  as  Cri¬ 
minals  fometimes  do  among  us  with  a  Non  Compos  Men¬ 
tis.  But  therefore, 

2 dip,  Let  us  confider  the  Improvements  that  are  made 
by  a  Voluptuous  Man,  who  makes  his  Riches  an  Inftru- 
ment  of  gratifying  his  Appetite,  and  pleafing  his  Fancy. 
Truly  this  muft  be  confefs’d  to  be  a  more  rational  Me¬ 
thod  than  the  former,  but  there  are  three  Things  to  be 
confidered,  which  ferve greatly  todifparage  this  life  of 
Riches.  The  firft  is.  That  thefe  Lovers  of  Pleafures  do 
feidom  know  how  to  keep  within  thofe  Bounds  which 
God  in  Nature  has  prefcrib’d  3  but  by  exceeding  them,  do 
often  bring  upon  themfelves  a  great  deal  of  Pain  and  Mi- 
fery,  and  fo  pay  dear,  even  in  this  Life,  for  the  Pleafures 
they  enjoy.  The  fecond  is,  That  fuppofing  ’em  to  be 
Wifer,  or  to  efcape  better  3  yet  the  Pleafures  of  this  Life 
are  all  but  of  fhort  continuance,  and  there  is  ftill  a  much 
greater,  purer,  more  noble,  and  more  lafting  Delight  and 
Satisfaction  in  doing  Good  and  being  helpful  to  the  nee¬ 
dy  and  affli&ed.  And  the  third  and  laft  is,  That  the 
ufing  Riches  and  Abundance  meerly  for  the  Enjoyment 
of  fenfual  Pleafure,  or  to  pleafe  the  Fancy,  is  a  Thing  by 
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no  means  becoming  a  Steward  3  nor  can  it  enable  him  to 
give  a  good  Account  to  his  Lord,  when  he  fhall  come  to 
require  it  of  him :  For  tho’  God  grudges  us  not  thofe  En¬ 
joyments  that  are  neceffary,  or  conducing  to  Health,  or 
to  any  wife  and  good  End  3  yet  moft  certainly,  he  has 
not  by  his  Providence  made  that  mighty  difference  that 
there  is  in  Mens  outward  Condition,  only  that  one  might 
riot  in  all  manner  of  Delights,  whilft  another  can  hardly 
get  a  bare  Subfiftence  3  but  is  pinch’d  with  extream  Want 
and  Poverty.  But  rather,  he  makes  trial  of  the  Poor, 
how  patient  and  contented  they  will  be  in  a  mean  Con- 
dition,  and  whether  they  will  forbear  ufing  unlawful 
Means  to  help  themfelves :  And  at  the  fame  time,  he 
makes  trial  of  the  Rich,  whether  they  have  any  Pity  or 
Charity  in  ’em  3  whether  they  regard  any  one  befide  them¬ 
felves  3  whether  they  have  any  Faith  in  him  3  whether 
they  believe  his  Promifes,  and  can  take  his  word  for  a 
Reward  hereafter,  and  will  be  content  and  glad  to  part 
with  a  liberal  proportion  of  thefe  things  for  his  fake,  and 
for  the  relief  of  fuch  as  his  Providence  makes  fit  Objefts 
of  their  Charity.  Thefe,  dcubtlefs,  are  the  Ends  of  the 
Divine  Providence  in  making  fo  unequal  a  diftribution  of 
the  Things  of  this  Life;  and  ’tis  our  future  State,  that 
muft  (hew  which  of  the  Pofleffors  has  made  the  wifeft  Ufe, 
and  beft  Improvement  of ’em.  '?>  "  ’ 

9.  I  fhall  therefore  need  to  fay  but  little  concerning 
the  Third  way  of  Improvement  that  I  mention’d,  viz. 
That  of  A  mbitious  Men,  who  ufe  Riches  as  the  Inftru- 
tnents  of  making  themfelves  ftill  greater  and  higher  in 
the  World  :  For  this  is  but  one  way  of  gratifying  their 
Fancies,  and  is  liable  to  the  fame  kind  of  ObjedHons  with 
the  former.  Yea,  it  expofes  Men  to  many  particular  In- 
conveniencies,  and  great  Dangers  in  this  Life,  and  is  asfar 
from  enabling  ’em  to  givea  good  account  of  their  Steward- 
fbip  in  the  next. 
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But  let  us  now  compare  herewith  the  Improvements 
that  a  Charitable  Man  makes  of  his  Riches  $  and  we  (hall 
furely  find,  that  they  are  far  to  be  prefcr’d.  For  in  the  firft 
place,  he  wants  none  of  the  Neceflaries,  nor  proper  Com¬ 
forts  of  this  Life  :  A  Man  is  not  oblig’d  to  be  Penurious  in 
order  to  being  Charitable  5  neither  need  he  want  Conveni- 
encies  fuitable  to  his  Rank  5  he  needs  only  abridge  him- 
felf  of  fome  Superfluities,  and  of  fuch  things,  which  no¬ 
thing  but  evil  Cuftom  ever  makes  necefiary  5  and  which 
oft  prove  very  hurtful,  and  of  bad  confequence  :  Again, 
he  is  not  oblig’d  to  negleft  making  a  competent  and  rea- 
fonable  Provifion  for  his  Family  5  for  there  is  Truth  in 
that  Saying,  That  Charity  begins  at  home.  But  the  Fault 
lies  therefore,  in  being  fo  folicitous  as  fome  are,  to  raife 
great  Eftates,  which  have  been  often  known,  for  want  of 
God’s  Blefling,  to  prove  but  the  Ruin  of  the  Pofleflors: 
Whereas  the  Charitable  Man  enjoys  his  Portion  with 
Thankfulnefs  and  Content ;  makes  that  Provifion  for  his 
Family  which  a  prudential  Confideration  of  Things,  will 
direft  one  to  that  believes  a  Providence,  and  knows  that 
after  all  our  Cares  and  Labours,  we  mud  depend  on  that 
for  the  Succefs  5  and  in  the  mean  time,  he  enjoys  that 
Noble  and  Excellent  Pleafure  of  doing  Good,  and  being 
helpful  to  the  Needy  and  Diftrefs’d :  And  this  gives  a  re- 
lifli  to  all  that  he  enjoys,  and  fills  him  with  a  well- 
grounded  Hope,  if  his  Life  be  agreeable  in  other  Ret'pe&s, 
that  tbefe  his  Good- works  (hall  follow  him  when  he  dies, 
and  his  Riches,  which  are  fo  apt  to  prove  a  Snare,  and 
hinder  many  from  entring  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven, 
being  fo  laid  out,  will  be  fo  far  from  that,  that  they 
will  procure  him  a  greater  Reward,  and  an  higher  Place 
there  than  otherwife  he  wou’d  have  had.  Let  Men 
therefore  ftudy  never  fo  long  to  mtke  the  beft  Improve¬ 
ments  of  their  Wealth,  and  contrive  how  they  miy  make 
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fome  real  Advantage  of  it  to  themfelves,  *tis  moft  certain, 
there  can  be  no  way  found  comparable  to  this,  which 
yields  a  mighty  Pleafure,  for  the  prefent,  to  a  well- 
difpos’d  Mind ;  and  (which  is  far  better)  will  enable  a 
Man  to  give  a  good  Account  of  his  Stewardfhip,  when 
God  {hall  call  him  to  it.  i  And  this  brings  me  to  the  4 th» 
and  La  ft  Observation  that  was  made  from  the  Words  $ 
which  was, 

4 thlj,  Thatjwe  muft  all  fhortly  fail  and  be  difmifs’d 
from  this  our  Earthly  Stewardfhip ;  and  then  it  will 
be  very  happy  for  us  if  we  have  made  fuch  Friends  as 
may  receive  us  into  Everlafting  Habitations.  Tis  upon  a 
moft  certain  Truth  that  our  Saviour  grounds  his  Exhor¬ 
tation  in  the  Text,  viz.  That  our  prefent  poflefllons  are 
not  things  of  long  continuance.  They  may  be  taken 
from  us  j  but  if  they  are  not,  ’tis  certain  that,  in  a  little 
time  more,  we  Shall  be  taken  from  them;  and  they'll  have 
new  Mafters.  Death  (lands  ready  to  tell  everyone  of  us  in 
a  few  Years  more,  that  the  time  of  our  Tryal  is  at  an  End, 
that  our  Goods  and  Pofleffions  which -we  had  gotten  here 
are  no  longer  ours,  but  God  has  provided  other  Hands 
for  ’em,  and  all  that  remains  to  us,  is,  to  come  and  give 
an  Account  to  him,  how  we  have  improv'd  them  and  a- 
ny  other  Talents  with  which  we  have  been  intruded. 

This  is  a  moft  certain  Truth,  but  little  considered  by 
Ambitious,  Covetous  or  Voluptuous  Men,  by  whole  Acti¬ 
ons  any  one  wou’d  judge  that  they  expe&ed  no  future 
State,  nor  ever  thought  of  being  call’d  to  any  account, 
or  believ’d  any  one  to  have  a  Propriety  in  their  Goods 
befide  themfelves.  How  wretchedly  confounded  then 
muft  they  needs  be  when  the  great  Lord  of  all  (hall  de¬ 
mand  of  'em,  How  they  have  us’d  the  Goods  wherewith 
he  entrufted  ’em?  What  they  have  done  with  ’em  towards 
the  promoting  his  Glory  and  the  good  of  their  Brethren? 

Where 
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Where  are  the  Hungry  that  they  have  fed,  the  naked 
whom  they  have  Cloath’d,  the  poor  Sufferers,  /in  a  good 
caufe  efpecially,  /whom  they  have  Mercifully  and  Chari¬ 
tably  reliev’d  for  God’s  fake  in  their  Neceffities?  And 
when  inftead  of  any  fuch  to  plead  for  ’em,  there  fliall  be 
nothing  elfe  but  the  Cryes  of  the  Opprefs’d,  the  com¬ 
plaints  of  thofe  who  have  differed  by  their  Extortion 
their  Fraud,  or  their  unmerciful  dealing  to  Witnefs  againft 
’em !  Good  God !  How  will  they  then  be  able  to  look 
any  fuch  Perfons  whom  they  have  here  dealt  hardly  with 
in  the  Face?  How  will  they  bear  that  mighty  change  of 
things,  when  God  Shall  fet  thofe  whom  they  here  de- 
fpisd  and  flighted  and  abusd,  upon  the  level  with  ’em  ? 
Yea  place  ’em,  if  true  and  fincere  Chriftians,  in  a  condi¬ 
tion  far  above  ’em !  On  the  other  fide,  how  Bleffed  and 
Happy  muft  they  be  who  having  thro’  Faith  a  profpe& 
of  thefe  things,  and  a  full  perfuafion  that  the  time  is  com¬ 
ing  when  God  will  bring  all  into  Judgment,  have  pro¬ 
vided  the  Poor  and  Needy  for  Advocates  to  plead  for  ’em 
ahd-to  teftify  in  their  behalf  how  rich  they  have  been 
in  good  Works,  and  how  ready  to  part  with  a  liberal 
proportion  of  their  Worldly  Subftance  to  the  Purpofes 
and  Defigns  of  Mercy  and  Charity !  Doubtlefs,  it  will 
then  appear  that  thefe  Men,  like  Wife  Merchants,  not' 
liking  the  Climate,  the  Company,  and  the  way  of  living 
that  is  here,  but  looking  for  a  better  Country,  have  made 
the  wifeft  and  belt  Remittances  of  their  Earthly  Subftance 
to  be  repaid  ’em  in  that  Heavenly  Treafure  which  they 
may  fecurely  enjoy  to  all  Eternity. 

And  thus,  I  think,  it  appears  plain  enough  how  a  Man 
to  whom  God  has  given  Riches  and  Abundance,  may 
make  the  beft  Improvement  of  ’em  to  his  own  Everlaft-  - 
ing  Benefit  and  Advantage.  And,  God  be  thanked,  this 
great  and  Honourable  City  has  afforded  Inftances  of  ma¬ 
ny  rj 
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ny  worthy  Perfcns  who  have  taken  this  Courfe,  and 
wifely  chofen  this  way  to  make  themfelves  Friends  againft 
the  rnoft  needful  time,  Witnefs  the  Paper  which  I  am 
now  according  to  Cuftom  to  Read  to  you,  being  a  true 
Report.

ers  and  Seamen,  and  other  Difeafed  Perfons  from  feveral  partsj  of  Her 
Majefty’s  Dominions  and  Foreign  paats,  2638,  many  of  which  have  been 
relieved  with  Money  an  other  neceffaries  at  their  departure,  tho’  much  of 
the  Revenue  of  the  faid  Hofpital  has  been  deftroyed  by  feveral  dreadful 
Fires  in  London  and  Southwark }  and  moft  of  the  Buildings  of  this  Hofpi- 
tal  being  very  old,i low,  damp  and  incommodious  for  the  reception  of  fick  ,  .  „ 

and  wounded  Perfons,  the  Governours  have  lately  rebuilt  great  part  there- 
of,  in  which  they  have  already  laid  out  of  their  own  Iree  gifts  many 
thoufands  of  Pounds,  and  wbilft  the  Building  was  carrying  on  have 
maintained  the  fame,  or  a  greater  number  of  Patients  than  formerly. 

There  are  yet  fome  of  the  old  Wards  of  the  faid  Hofpital  to  be  rebuilr,

ed  (as  who  is  not  that  beholds  their  Mifery  >)  There's 
the  Hofpitals  of  St.  Bartholomew  and  St.  Thomas ,  from 
each  of  which  you  fee  there  are  fome  Thoufands  of  Poor 
that  in  that  Condition  have  received  Benefit  this  lad  Year: 
And  there  wou’d  be  yet  more,  were  there  more  Benefa¬ 
ctors. 


If  any  be  more  mov’d  with  Companion  towards  thofe 
miferable  Objefts,  who  are  taken  care  of  at  the  Melan¬ 
choly  Hofpital  of  Bethlehem,  the  Lunatick  and  Diffracted.- 
Truly  it  mud  be  own’d  that  the  cafe  of  fuch  is  very  fad, 
and  great  Pity  any  Means  fhou’d  be  wanting,  if  poffible 
to  rettore ’em  to  their  right  Minds.  But  if  anyone  be 
more  fenfible  of  the  need  of  reclaiming  Lewd  and  Vicious 
People  (the  word  fort  of  Mad-men)  by  due  Correftion, 
and  by  hard  Labour,  here’s  the  Hofpital  of  Bridewell  5  to 
which,  the  Work-Houfe  lately  Eroded,  feems  to  be  a 
kind  of  Supplement.  And  each  of ’em,  as  you  fee  by  the 
Account  that  has  been  read,  ftand  in  need  of  more  Bene¬ 
factors  to  enable  ’em  to  do  more  Good.  All  thefe  are  Ex¬ 
cellent  Charities :  I  (hall  not  go  about  to  make  any  com¬ 
panion  between  ’em,  or  to  fay  which  is  the  greateft  § 
for  there’s  a  Latitude  in  thefe  things  5  and  a  Man  that 
has  Ability,  and  an  Heart  to  give,  may  be  allow’d  to  do  ¬ 
it  according  to  his  own  Difcretion  5  and  Gnce  he  cannot 
help  all,  to  choofe  which  fort  of  Poor  Diftrefied  People 
he  thinks  fitted  to  be  his  Friends  and  his  Advocates,  when  , 
he  (hall  be  called  to  give  an  account  of  his  Stewardlhip. 

We  mud  remember.  That  that  which,  renders  our  Cha¬ 
rity  rewardable,  is,  that  we  do  not  our  Alms  out  of 
Vain-Glory,  or  for  the  Applaufe  of  Men  5  nor  yet  by 
way  of  Commutation,  as  if  we  thought  we  cou’d  there¬ 
by  purchafe  an  Indulgence  to  Sin  in  any  other  kind  $  But 
out  of  pure  refpeft  to  the  Commands  of  God  (to  which 
we  therefore  endeavour  to  pay  an  Unfverfal  Obedience) 
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and  thro*  a  lively  Faith  in  his  Gracious  Promifes,  who  by 
them  has  greatly  encourag'd  us  to  this  Duty,  but  yet  left 
it  ftill  as  a  Free-will  Offering,  without  determining  the 
juft  Meafures  and  Proportions  5  only  telling  us,  that  he 
loves  a  Chearful  Giver,  and  that  he  that  foweth  fparing- 
ly  tnuft  expeft  to  reap  fparingly,  whilft  he  that  foweth 
Plenteoufly  (hall  reap  Plentiouily.
